Until the supreme court spoke, ther 


had been a feeling among constitu 
tional lawyers that it was difficult t 
maintain the validity of certain law 
because the border line between fre 
speech as guaranteed by the constitu 
lion and the actual commission of a 
overt act was too vague to piece th 
two together. 


During the World war. the suprem 


court did not hesitate, of course, t' 
uphold the espionage act with mos 
of its various convictions where itwa 
asserted that a speech tended to in 
terfere with the operation of the se 
lective service law by discouraging en 
rolment. 


Since the war there \has been an en 


tirely different set of circumstance. 
before the country, especially in con 
nection with the preachingj^of com 
munlsm. The communists^have taken 
lefugc in such phrases as "mass ac 
tion" and "strikes" and "economic 
force" and have managed in mos 
cases to prevent the states from an, 
plying their 
own vaguely phrased 


laws. 


The opinion of the supreme court 


Tuesday, however .as voiced by Jus 
tice Sanford states clarcly that a 
state need not wait for the preach 
ment of a doctrine to result in the 
commission of a crime against the 
peace and order of the state, but tha' 
it may nip such utterances in the bu( 
by punishing those who preach the 
doctrine of overthrow of government 
or disturbance of the peace. 


The court takes the view that "in 


citement to riot" has always been 
punished by the states, and 
that 


"philosophic abstractions" are hardlj. 
an exception if they arc coupled wit* 
i definite purpose to overthrow the 
existing order. 


The dissenting opinions of Justice 


Oliver AVcndell Holmes and 
Louis 


Bradeis— known as the two "liberals' 
on' the bench — are fully in line will' 
other dissenting opinions by these 
same two justices who did not always 
agree with the majority even in the 
punishment of cares under war-time 
laws.

Opinion in this country on the justice 


or injustice of the allied attitude depends 
largely upon the point of view. AVc have 
as a people thought of the questions that 
have divided Germany and the allies since 
the war mostly on sentiment.

conditions in Europe and who represent 
themselves as actuated by di.-hiierestecl 
motives generally have their prejudices 
and are seldom able to conceal them.

Naturally Germany'sstaiid- 
ing army is a skeleton array and must be 
capable of expansion in time of war if 
she 
is 
to be capable of self-defense. 


Naturally, too. the allies wish to tal:-_- no 
chances on recovery, of a militarism 
which may become a future menace to 
their peace and security. 


It is conceded thai Germany has violat- 


ed some of her obligations under the trea- 
ty, but whether, *hey are serious infrac- 
tions or not and whether they ought not 
to be passed by in a spirit of conciliation 
are questions that Great Britain and 
France will answer without advice from 
the United States. They must, however, 
be ever mindful that their purposes and 
policies will ultimately have to stand the 
test of justice and righteousness, and not 
merely of temporary expediency. 
It is 


only a matter of time until the foolish- 
ness of their policies, if they are wrong, 
•will react against them. 
On the other 


hand, if they are rujht, results will fortify 
their course. In the meantime, it will 
be well for America to suspend judg- 
ment.

BABIES ARE PEOPLE 


Although I don't know exactly why exposure to 


cold or wet never causes any illness except frost- 
bite, nevertheless I know that is so. Doctors know 
a good many things are so, long before scientific 
proof is found. Doctors knew cod liver oil was a 
preventive and curative against rickets long- be- 
fore science discovered that rickets is due to a vita- 
min deficiency and that cod Itver oil is about the 
richest known source of the necessary vitamin. 
• The open air prevents and cures respiratory dis- 
eases. We know that, but we are not yet able to 
prove it scientifically. 
What is there about the 


open air that one does not get Just as well from In- 
door air? There is somehing. we know, but we have 
not yet identified that something1. Is. it a vitamin? 
Is it the ultra violet ray influence? The ultra violet 
ray is now known to be capable of activating even 
vegetable oils (which are generally poor or quite 
lacking in vitamin) so that they can supply the 
body with vitamin. Ultra violet ray (from sunlight, 
electric arc or mercury vapor quartz lamp) is it- 
self preventive and curative against rickets in an- 
imals and in man. Wo don't -know whether the 
open air treatment owes its potency to ultra violet 
lipht or to a vitamin, but we know that the open air 
reatment prevents and cures respiratory infections. 
U"e know that cod liver oil is often of great value 
as a medicine for chronic or lingering respiratory In- 
fections, not merely pulmonary tuberculosis but 
also bronchitis and many cases of obstinate sinusitis 
and even chronic middle ear disease—running ear. 


Looking over- the manuscript of a forthcoming 


medical book I noticed that my friend the author 
was right up to date in his advocacy of the im- 
portance of outdoor life for young infants, but he 
cautioned against taking babies out for the dally 
airing when the weather is unfavorable, mention- 
ing particuarly damp weather. My friend the au- 
thor probably doesn't believe it, but he'll learn after 
a while that babies are people, only they may not 
seem to be because they are unadulterated and gen- 
uine. If the weather is not unfavorable or not too 
•lamp for people to be out of doors, it is certainly 
O. K. and warranted harmless for babies—I am 
speaking of just common or household babies, and 
not hospital infants or infants that are sick. My 
friend the author reminds his prospective readers 
that one advantage babies get from open air sleep- 
ing and playing is the ultra violet influence which 
aistmctly increases the baby's resistance 
against 


such respirator}- Infections as pneumonia and bron- 
chitis. 
This of course Is heresy, but it is so. I 


would 
add 
to 
pneumonia 
and 
bronchitis, 


also 
diphtheria, 
measles. 
Infantile 
paralysis, 


whooping cough, tuberculosis, cerebro spinal menin- 
zitis. etc.. etc., about all the terrors included under 
the cruel classification of "children's diseases." 
I can't prove it. but I know it is so. "Guard 
asainst chilling." my friend the author repeatedly 
-autions, and he says this chilling is indicated in 
the baby by cold hands and feet and blue lips. If 
a baby has cold hands and cold feet or blue lips 
when outdoors, the baby needs warmer clothing, or 
perhaps a hot water bottle or other 
artificial 


warmth. That is a poor reason for denying the 
baby the boon of the open air. 


The ultra violet ray. light or influence I have re- 


ferred to must not be confused with that worth- 
less toy, the "violet ray machine." Ultra violet ray 
treatment, other than ordinary sunlight,, requires 
ihe knowledge and skill of the physician. It can do 
serious harm when unskillfully apnlied.

WAUPACA NAME 


Fishing Is Improving Each

in Resort Section

Waupaca—An interesting bit of his- 


tory concerning Chain o" Lakes and 
Waupaca city 
has been uncovered. 


Though known to the older generation 
is Interesting to the general public. A 
queer misunderstanding 
hmong the 


fin>t settlers at Waupaca. the meaning 
of the name of the city was wrongly- 
interpreted as "tomorrow." The In- 
dian village site which 
Is now the 


site of Waupaca, 
was 
called Wau- 


bunk. which meant tomorrow. Early 
settlers gave it the Indian name for 
the "clear water country," Waupaca 
and unwittnigly kept the meaning of 
Waubunk. tomorrow. So to this day 
the error continues and one is told 
that 
Waupaca 
means 
tomorrow. 


Waupaca 
is an 
Algonquin 
Indian 


word which means "the place of pale 
water." the nearest 
their 
speech 


could get to "clear water country." 
All the streams of the vicinity are of 
spring 
water origin, 
bubbling out 


from beneath' the bluffs and flowing 
over clean, sandy beds, hence the 
name. 


The 
Indian name 
for 
Chain o* 


Lakes was'filssapycomeo which means 
the "sprawling water." The red man 
had never seeen a chain, but he had 
seen his dog lying basking in the 
sun and by its analogy the lakes were 
"sprawling water." 
This name and 


interpretation were given by Chief 
Njawopomy, the head man of the 
village, which was located near the 
head of Otter lake on the chain 80 
years ago. He died in 1898 at Kesh- 
ena. where he gave the information. 


HISTORICAL SPOTS 


On Otter lake, "Auraenymphae." are 


a large number of fertile spots mark- 
ing the "back door" places of the wig- 
wams, called by the Danish anthop- 
ologist, "kucken midden" or kitchen 
re'use heaps. Their age dates back 
from the time when heated stones 
were used to cook soups, etc.. in the 
wooden troughs, possibly prior to,the 
invention 
of 
pottery- 
Nearly 100 


mounds and other earth works are to 
be found in the vicinity of the lakes. 


The last Indians to occupy Wau- 


pacfo-co were Slenominees. About the 
Columbian year the Chippewas occu- 
pied it. These two tribes were Algon- 
quins. Further south around Lake 
Wmnebago were the Winnebagoes, a 
Sioux tribe. The Chippewas and the 
Sioux were mortal foes and the peace- 
ful place of clear water has been the 
scene of many of their erce battles

He believes that thp eighteenth 'am- 
endment to the federal constitution 
shortld l-o substituted by .a provision 
empowering congress to prohibit 01 
regulate the Importation, manufacture 
and sale of liquor. thercM' placing the 
entire question In the hands of the 
national legislature. 


With such a modification 
of .the 


eighteenth amendment, in his opinion, 
congress would fwl free'to onact mod

the saloon, but

should allow the sale of liquor nuclei 
some such system us that prevailing 
in several provinces of Canada. 


Explaining his position. Judge Nor 


cross says: "I voted for the Nevada 
prohibition act and supported

eighteenth amendment. But I am con 
vinced that they have faaled. 
As a 


consequence we arc living under a 
national law and state statutes that 
are* being openly flouted by millions 
ot people. 


"Congress can never have a free 


hand to deal with the situation until 
we rcurn to the correct principle of 
making the constitution the repository 
of congressional power and not itself 
a penal code. 


"To radical legislation has always 


failed to accomplish desired results 
Natural laws control penal laws, and 
there are fixed limits beyond which 
penal statutes cannot go and be gen 
erally respected. There are extcremists 
who believe that even the moderate 
use of intoxicants is harmful. On the 
other hand, a large portion of
